PACIFIC POWERS NOW 
EXPECTED TO CONSULT 


Geneva, Oct. 5. . 

It is now expected, with the action of the 
League of Nations’ Committee of Twenty-three 
opening the way for combined assistance to 
China, that Pacific Powers will presently meet in 
London, and that they may beable to give some 
effective aid to China. | 


The Conimittee of Twenty-Three, which met to-day, 
adopted both reports of its Drafting Committee. 
Poland abstained from voting because she felt that 
the rule of procedure had been neglected. and that a 
- dangerous’ -precedent--was- being established. - Canada 
and Switzerland also abstained from voting, ‘delegates 
desiring time to consult their governments. 


. Mr. W. J. Jordan, the New Zea- 
land representatlve, revealed. that he 
had submitted an omendment to the 
Committee of Thirteen recommend- 
ing: “Thut) Member = states shull 
consider how to deter Japan from 
conUnuing her present form of 
.ageression", The amendinent was. 
rejected by Australia, Holland, 
Britain, France, and supported by the 
Soviet and China, while six States 
abstained from voting. Mr, Jordan 
wso declared that the words at the 
end of the report and the resolution, 
“They should also consider how far 
they can Individually extend ald to 
Chinn,” were suggested by Lord 
Cranborne of Great: Britain. ; 


Nine-Power Action Urged 


After quickly adopting the reports 
of the Drafting Committee and the 
Sub-Committee, the Committee of 
Twenty-Three adopted the following 
resolution, and immediately sub- 
mitted ‘it to the League Assembly, 
which to-night will consider this 
advice: . 

“The League Assembly approves 
of the proposals contained In the 
eecond report of the Committee, and 
requests the President’ to take 
necessary action In regard to the 
proposed mecting of members of the 
League which are parties to the 
Nine-Power Treaty; expresses moral 
sapport for China: recommends that | 
members of the Learue should re- 
{rain from taking any action which 
might have the effect of weakening 


Washington 
-Withholds 
Comments 


Reaction To League 
Proposals Cannot 
Yet Be Disclosed 


Washington, Oct. 5. 

The State Department withholds 
comment and refuses to indicate 
what the United States Government's 
attitude Js, pending action by -the 
League's Advisory. Committee and 
the Assembly Itself, on the proposal 
that the Advisory and Drafting Com- 
mittee invite the United Stutes and 
other signatories to the Nine-Power 
Treaty to consider the Sino-Japanese 
conflict. 

The United States has . hitherto 
refrained from any move to invoke 
the Treaty. 


Failure ‘of the former Secretary of 
State, Mr. H. L. Stimson, to obtain 
British co-operation in invoking the 
Pact during the Manchurian confllct, 
and the possible complications under 
the Neutrality Law, are believed to 


present conflict; that they should 
also consider bow far they can Indi- 
vidually extend ald to China.” 
The = resolution «announcers the 
decision to adjourn the present 
ression, and authorises the President 
to.summon a further’ meeting at the 
request of the Advisory Committec. 


No Opposition Expected 

The resolution, which is expected 
to pasa the Assembly without oppo- 
sition, is much more favourable for 
China than scermed likely at one time, 
and there is ground for belief that 
President Roosevelt's speech = In 
Chicago influenced tho decision.

The Archbishop said they welcom- 
ed the protests mitde by .he British 
ond Uaned States Governments. but 
hitherto there had been: no oppor- 
tunity for the muss of ordinary 
eltizens in England to express what 
was moving strongly thelr hearts and 
their consciences, . 

After mating alk allowances for 
exaggerations, which are Inevitable 
in the dire chreumstiunces of war, 
there remained only too much cause 
for their sense of dismay and borror, 
and after oll, in terme oof human 
suffering, hundreds are ax eloquent 
us thousands, he sald, 

Referring to the protest’ made to 
the Archbishop by Tolyo regurding 
its presence at the mecting, the 
Arehbishoo suid: “I must needs have 
specini relations and friendship with 
Japanese Christinna, I know many 
ef them are distressed at my being 
here this evening, and I wonder 
indeed how fur they know the facts 
as have reached us in this country. 
But even between frlends, censclence 
cannot be silenced and - conselenca 
forbids us to maintain sllehce which

On every Important State matter, 
and on many others not 50 Import- 
unt, the King must be informed or 
consulted. All Cabinet decisions 
have to be conveyed to him, and he 
also expects to be Informed of the 
various debates in’ Parliament. It 
qvas once the custom for the Prime 
Minister of the dny to send a nightly 
letter to the Soyerciyn giving: a re- 
sume of the ‘discussions In the Com- 
mons, but this has. now been dis- 
continued. 

Tt fs sald that Queen Victoria's 
distitte of Gladstone was Jurgely due 
fn the frat pince to‘his habit of send- 
fag her long-winded, closely written, 
tnd much involved accounts of the 
debates, which she was unable to 
follow. ; 

King George tenrns of the pro- 
ceedings In Parliament from newa-

ards. Confidential tne 
comes dally from the 
Prime Minister ‘either orally or by 
documents.

“The King,” and not even the King’s 
private seerctary hus u key to open 
this box.

Under the Pillow 


Some years ago King Georre V 
mislaid the key of this secret box, 
and there was a frantic search for 
it. Not for several hours was It 
found—lying on a seat in the sum- 
mer house in the pardens of Bucking- 
ham) Palace. The present King 
carries the key on qa small chain 
attached to his vest pocket. The 
Prime Minister adopts the same 
practice, At night the precious keys 
repuse under the owners’ pillows, . 

The messengers and couriers who 
convey boxes to vind from the Palace 
or wherever the King Is residing are 
ull highly trusted and confidential 
servants, and when travelling cither 
long or short distences ure shndowed 
by urmed detectlves, Should a train 
carrying a Royul messenger or 
courier wilh important papers be In- 
volved in an accident, the detectives 
having full power to act jn any way 
they consider fit to save the docu- 
ments from falling into unauthorised 
hands, 

All Cabinct_ Ministers have ‘the 
entree to the Royal presence,’ but’ in 
practice no one calla on the Sovercign 
without first receiving n command,

£1,000-A-Year 
Women With 
No One To Wed 


HE, problem of the £1,000-a-year woman of business 
who “cid not wish to give up her work. to marry, and 
yet wished to bear children,” was discussed by Mr. St. 
John Ervine, the dramatist, at the Modern Churchmen’s 
Conference at Cambridge recently. 


It was not easy for such a 
woman to marry, even if she 
wished, he said, fol her ability 
and disposition removed her 
from the ranks of those to whom 
men who still had their way. to 
make dared aspire. A man of 
her own position was probably 
married already.. 


“I do hot think Iam exaggerating,” 
he went on, “when I say that many 
guccessful unmarried business women 
are enjoying extra-marital rights. 

“This arrangement is bad since It 
deprives the State, of the children of 
women who, more thun many women, 
ought to be mothers. 


“Marriage Is stilt the chief.occupa- 
tlon open.to women, but it is not now 
almost the only one they may follow, 
nor the one to which all of them 
aspire.

INCREASING 
ANTAGONISM 
TO JAPANESE 


League Opening Way 
For Some Method 


Of Intervention 


PACIFIC POWERS NOW 
EXPECTED TO CONSULT 


. ' Geneva, Oct. 5. 


It is now expected, with the action of the 
League of Nations’ Committce of Twenty-three 
opening the way for combined assistance to 
China, that Pacific Powers will presently meet in 
London, and that they may be able to give some 


effective aid to China. 


The Committee of Twenty-Three, which met to-day, 
adopted both reports of its Drafting Committee. 
Poland abstained from voting because she felt that 


the rule of procedure had been neglected 
dangerous precedent was being established. 


and that a 
Canada 


and Switzerland also abstained from voting, delegates 
desiring time to consult their governments: 


Mr, W. J. Jordan, the New Zea- 
land representative, revealed that he 
had submitted an amendment to the 
Committee of Thirteen recommend- 
ing: “That Member — states shall 
consider how tp deter Japan from 
continuing her present form of 
aggression". The amendment was 
rejected by Australia, Holland, 
Britain, France, and nupported by the 
Soviet ‘and China, while six States 
abstained from’ voting. Mr. Jordan 
ulso declared that the-words at the 
end of the report and the resolution, 
“They should nlso consider how far 
they can individually extend aid to 
China,” were sugested by Lord 
Cranborne of Great Britain. 


Nine-Power Action Urged 


After quickly adopting the reports 
-ot the Drafting Committee und the 
Sub-Committee, the Committce of 
‘Twenty-Three adopted the following 
resolution, und immediately sube 
mitted It to the League Assembly, 
which ta-nisht will onsider — this 
sadvice; F 

“Tho League Assembly approves 
of the propoxtls contained in the 
second report of the Committee, and 
rrequests > the ‘President “to take 
necessary action in regard to the 
proposed meeting of members of the 
League which are partics to the 
Ninc-Power Treaty; expresses moral 
support for China; recommends that 
members of the League should re- 
fraln from taking any action which 
might have the effect of weakening 
China's power of resistance, thus 
increasing her difficulties “in the 
present conflict; that they should 
niso consider how far they caw Indl- 
yvidually extend aid to China.” 

The resolution announces — the 
decision to adjourn the present 
session, und authorises the President 
to summon a further mecting wt the 
request of the Advisory Committee. 


No . Opposition Expected 


The resolution, which Is expected 
‘Yo pass the Assembly without oppo- 
‘sition, is much morc favourable for 
‘China than seemed Lkely at one time, 
and there js ground for belief that 
President Roosevelt's speech in 
‘Chicago influenced the decision. 

Now it Js expected that with this 
approval, a meeting of the Pacifle 
Powers, which wili probably be held 
fn London in the near future, will 


be able to give some effective ald to 
China.—Reuter. ‘

On every importnnt State matter, 
and on many others not so Import- 
ant, the King must be informed or 
consulted, All. Cabinet — deelsions 
have to be conveyed to him, and he 
also expeets to be informed of the 
various debates in Parlinment. (It 
wan once the custom for-the Prime 
Minister of the day to send a nightly 
letter to the Sovereign giving a re- 
sume of the discussions tn the Com- 
mons, but thls has now been dis- 
continued, 

It Is sald that Queen Victorla’s 
disiilce of Gladstone was Jargely duc 
fn the first ‘place to hla habit of send~ 
fagt her long-winded, closely written, 
and much Involved accounts of the 
debates, which she was’ unable to 
follow. 

King George feurns. of the pro- 
ceedings in Parllament from news- 
paper cuttings prepared by members 
of his secretarial staf and from cur- 
rent “Hansards.”)
